Accessibility regulations 
updated 


The Massachusetts Architectural Access 
Board filed emergency regulations, 
effective January 29, 1992, for the purpose 
of making selected revisions to portions of 
the AAB regulations. They are as follows: 


(1) Amend the second sentence in Section 
30.5.4 relative to the height of the grab 
bars. Change from 30 inches to “. . . and 
set at a height between thirty-three (33) 
and thirty-six (36) inches.” 


(2) Delete the last sentence in Section 
30.5.4 relative to the location of the grab 
bar and replace with: “The side grab bar 


shall be located twelve (12) inches from 
the interior corner.” 


(3) Amend the last sentence in Section 
35.9 relative to the height of the numbers. 
Change from 2-1/2 inches to “. . . back- 
ground, two (2) inches high and...” 


Please note that these changes were 
made to eliminate instances in which 
simultaneous compliance with ADA and 
AAB would otherwise be impossible. 
Because they were issued as emergency 
regulations, they go into effect immedi- 
ately; the public hearing process will occur 
as you read this. 


This might be considered a stop-gap 
measure, since the process of revising 
AAB's regulations to achieve equivalence 
with ADAAG is just starting and will take 
perhaps a year. Stay tuned.

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Aiming at moving targets: 
how to score in this 
dynamic marketplace 


While most firms are developing their own 
creative responses to the ‘90s market- 
place, some are getting bogged down 
trying to create the perfect marketing 
strategy before they take any action at all. 


Avoid this pitfall, warn BSA marketing 
consultants Jill Weber and Barbara 
Welanetz, by adopting a more flexible, 
dynamic approach to the rapidly changing 
marketplace: 


(1) Assess your markets by doing a 
little homework, not a three-year 
research report. Talk to a few clients, 
consultants and contacts to check out your 
assumptions. Check with industry and 
trade associations to get information on 
trends and resources for leads. Get the 
basics on who your prospective clients are 
and what they need. 


(2) Develop a specific strategy and 
step-by-step action plan for each target 
client group. Write it down to make sure 
you're clear about what you intend to do 
and how it can benefit prospective clients. 
Then act. 


(3) Refine your ideas by talking to a few 
loyal clients and trusted colleagues. 
Script your conversation carefully to get 
the information you need to make deci- 
sions. 


(4) Test-market your approaches with a 
few friendly clients or prospects. Try out 
different versions of your marketing 
materials as well as your live presentation 
format and content. Ask for feedback. 
Listen. Then rework your plan. 


(5) Stay flexible without overinvesting 
in a new direction. Initiate new programs 
in small phases; keep your materials 
flexible; keep your associations loose 
enough to change if need be. You have to 
be clear, you have to be convincing and 
credible—but you don't have to be cast in 
stone!

The Visions of Sustainability exhibit at the BSA 
from January 2 to February 24 successfully 
publicized the work done during the ASR- 
sponsored design charrette in the Spring of 
1991. ASR chose the Metropolitan State 
Hospital site located in three communities 
(Waltham, Belmont and Lexington) for its case 
study because it is typical of a number of similar 
government-owned parcels that no longer serve 
their original purposes and soon will be turned 
to new uses under conditions that favor 
sustainable development. This choice proved a 
good one because, among those attending the 
special January 28 presentation during the 
exhibit by the four design teams, were members 
of town committees in Danvers and Lexington, 
both of which are dealing with the re-use of 
State Hospital properties. Those present were 
impressed by what they saw and have asked to 
have the ASR exhibit displayed in their 
communities. What this suggests, among other 
things, is that visionary ideas and sketches can 
stimulate the general public and excite as much 
interest as completed projects. 


In addition to the design work, boards showing 
alternative technologies were on display and will 
continue to be a valuable resource in ASR's 
community outreach program. Proceedings of 
the design charrette served as a catalogue for 
the exhibit and maybe purchased from the BSA. 
Also available at the BSA is ASR’s “Sourcebook 
for Environmentally Responsible Design”, which 
served as a background reference on sustain- 
able technologies for the charrette participants.

Close to 85% of the architecture firms in 
the U.S. employ 6 or fewer architects. . . 
and many of those employers are sole 
practitioners. While the larger firms often 
seem to get much of the publicity devoted 
to architecture, the network of sole 
practitioners in the U.S. is a powerful one 
that is becoming increasingly cohesive. 
This is particularly true in Massachusetts 
where a core group of 30 or more sole 
practitioners has been meeting for several 
years to promote the interests of the sole 
practitioner. 


Led by Concord architect Paul Minor AIA 
and co-chaired by Russ Tremaine AIA, the 
BSA's Sole Practitioners Committee has 
developed a variety of marketing tools that 
now include residential and small-scale 
referral lists, three annual home show 
presentations/exhibits/seminars offered to 
over 100,000 people by sole practitioners, 
periodic gatherings with experts in 
marketing or financial management or 
other practice issue, etc. Recently, the 
group hosted a two-day, intensive work- 
shop on running a small practice with 
national expert Jim Franklin FAIA, Resi- 
dent Fellow of the AIA in Washington. 


The work (and the social enrichment) 
continue on the second Friday of every 
month over lunch at the BSA. Join us.

Taxes, design, public 
policy, and sexual 
preferences 


BSA President David Lee FAIA reports 
regularly in this space on the work of the 
BSA Board of Directors. 


During the past few months, the BSA 
Board has been focusing on the following 
principal issues: 


* The Massachusetts Department of 
Revenue ruling that requires architecture 
firms to collect sales taxes on tangible 
products supplied to clients, including 
exempt clients, requires us to continue to 
convince the Commonwealth of the folly of 
this interpretation (call Alexandra Lee at 
617-951-1433x225 to help); 


* BSA Board Member Barry Korobkin AIA 
is leading a new Public Policy Coordinating 
Committee, now numbering over 15 


people, intent on taking advantage of the 
current opportunities to help shape public 
policy as it affects us at the State level (call 
Korobkin at 617-623-6500 and get your 
Oar in); 


* The BSA Executive Director and | 
continue to meet monthly with our counter- 
parts in a dozen other building industry 
associations in an effort to help stimulate 
the building economy while working with 
the Weld administration to streamline the 
regulatory process in Massachusetts; 


* The Board has adopted unanimously a 
recommendation submitted by Robert 
Sturgis FAIA to propose the abolition of the 
AIA Political Action Committee at the AIA 
Convention in June; 


* As part of our continuing effort to 
enhance the impact of BSA design awards 
programs, the Board adopted the recom- 
mendations of a special Design Awards 
Task Force chaired by Board Member and 
Commissioner of Design Steve Foote AIA, 
including recommendations that limit the 
number of design award programs 
administered by the BSA each year, make 
several major awards programs bi-annual 
instead of annual, and modify eligibility 
requirements of all BSA awards programs 
to encourage submission by any architect 
of any project built in Massachusetts; 


* The Board unanimously supported the 
recent national AIA proposal (evidently 
debated at some length at the national 
level) to include in the AIA Code of Ethics 
a clause that would prohibit discrimination 
based on sexual preferences; debated the 
wisdom of changing the BSA’s name to 
“AIA Boston”, a change that would be 
consistent with similar changes being 
made around the country by other AIA 
chapters; and, 


* Continued to seek means of eliminating 
or greatly reducing the financial burden 
The Architects Building is currently placing 
on the BSA (more on this next month).
